SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Earth VS. The Spider is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The DVD contains a feature previously rated in video format by the Film and Video 
Labelling Body. The video recording Earth VS. The Spider was rated Unrestricted: 
Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

Under Regulation 8 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 
1994, the publication must be submitted by the labelling body to the Classification 
Office if the DVD contains restricted additional material or material advertising 
restricted films. The DVD Earth VS. The Spider contains additional material including 
four trailers for other publications, three of which advertise features which received 
restrictive classifications. 

The feature revolves around the character of Quentin, a shy young man with an 
obsession for super heroes who works as a security guard in a bio-chemical plant. 

After his partner is shot during a break in at the plant, Quentin injects himself with an 
unknown substance which imparts super human qualities to him including strength and 
the ability to cast a web. While initially Quentin is pleased with his transformation, the 
process continues until he has mutated into a flesh eating, half spider/half human 
monster. He is eventually killed as he is about to eat the woman he loves. 
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Additional material on the DVD includes a brief featurette, four trailers, photographs, 
and filmographies. The four trailers each advertise features which are based on horror 
or supernatural themes. Consequently, they all depict monstrous creatures such as 
dinosaurs in Godzilla, vampires in The Forsaken, or mutated humans in the Hollow 
Man. While some of these images may be disturbing to younger viewers, such as a 
partially invisible man attacking his victims or vampires showing their fangs, the 
briefness of the images and lack of context means they are unlikely to be injurious to 
the public good. The additional material is not found to require alteration to the original 
rating given to the video recording. 

The DVD entitled Earth VS. The Spider is therefore classified as Unrestricted: Suitable 
for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. The descriptive note of "Contains 
horror scenes" has been attached. 
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
